Distinctive Characteristics 

Ot A New Testament Church 

There are three distinct lea- 
tures of a New Testament 
Church which inctude self-gov- 
ernment, self-support and seif- 
propogation. 

1. IT 1S SELF - GOVERNING. 
When problems first arose in 
the Church of Jerusalem be- 
cause of a lack of workers, it 
was the church which chose the 
deacons who would assist in 
the work of the Church. Acts 
6:1-6. It was through the Church 
of Antioch the Holy Spirit chose 
and sent out missionaries to 
preach the gospel and establish 
churches in other areas. Acts 
13:1-3. It was the Church of 
Corinth which was responsible 
to discipline cut members who 
refused to repent of open sin. | 
Corinthians 5:3-7, 12, 13. Jesus 
Christ addressed each individ- 
ual Church in Asia praising each 
Church for her faithfulness, and 
judging each Church for her 
individual failures. Revelation, 
chapters 2 and 3. 

It should be very clear by the 
teaching of the entire New 
Testament that the focal! N.T. 
Church is to he totally inde- 
pendent of outside contro! from 
civil government. denomina- 
tional organizations and all 
other outside power structures. 
The Church should also be free 
of internal control by a dictator- 
jal pastor. ruling board, family 
structure, or any other “power 
group” which would hinder the 
work of the Holy Spirit through 
the congregation by democratic 
procedure. Jesus Christ should 
be the true head of the Church, 
the Holy Spirit should be the 
true administrator, the Bible 
should be the final authority. 
God may work through indi- 
viduals and organizations out- 
side the local Church in spite of 
their errors. but His perfect will 
can only be carried out in this 
ane on earth through the 
democratic processes of a local 
New Testament Church. 

2. ITIS SELF - SUPPORTING. 
Throughout the New Testament 
we observe the local churches 
meeting their own financial 
needs and sharing in the mis- 
sionary effort to reach others in 
distani lands. They gave regu- 
larly “Upon the first day of the 
week.” They gave proportion- 
ately, “as God hath prospered”. 
They gave themselves to God 
before they gave any material 
possessions. They gave cheer- 
fully from the heart. (See ! Cor. 
9:6-15; | Cor. 16:1,2; il Cor. 8 & 
9.) 

The Bible does not teach the 
Church to seek money from the 
unsaved, the community, the

government, business invest- 
ments or other sources. Neither 
does the Bible teach the Church 
to raise money from its mem- 
bers by compulsion, gimmicks 
or games. 

3. IT IS SELF - PROPO- 
GATING. Jesus Christ sent out 
apostles to establish local N.T. 
Churches which would carry out 
His program for this age and 
reproduce after their own kind. 
The office of Apostle died with 
the completion of the Bible 
canon end the establishment of 
local N.T. Churches. 

Every missionary should be 2 
member of a N.T. Church, 
ordained by a N.T. Church, 
supported by N.T. Churches, 
under the authority of N.T. 
Churches, reproducing local 
N.T. Churches. and responsible 
to N.T. Churches. Every mis- 
sionary should be involved in 
part of a three fold task: get 
people saved, baptized and es- 


tablished into a focal N.T. 
Church. 

Any local Church which is not 
totally self - governing. self - 
supporting and self - propogat- 
ing has surrendered a sich 


portion of its Biblical heritage.

In Kirtland’s Numbers 


LANSING—According to the 


latest census, the world’s popu- 
fation of 
now totals 358, an increase of 
24 over last year. 


Kirtland’s warblers 


Ihe census was made by 


representatives of the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resourc- 
es. 
Service, 


U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Forest Service and 
Michigan Audubon Society. 
According to Dr. lawrence 
Ryel. an ornithologist and chief 


of the ONR’s Office of Surveys 
and Statistical 


Services, the 
population of Kirlland’s warb- 
lers is determined by walking 
through prime nesting areas 


and counting the songs of the 


male bird. 
Because the bird is essential- 


ly monogamous and tenitorial 


in nature. each singing male 


counted is considered to repre- 
sent one pair of warblers. 


The Kirtland’s warbler is an 


endangered species which nests 
only in the jack pine country in 


northeastern Michigan. Each 
year, after nesting and raising 
iis young, the bird returns to its 


winter range in the Bahama 
Islands. 

Since 1903, the Kirtland's 
warbler has been recorded 
nesting in about a dozen 
counties of north central Lower 


Michigan. Currently most of the 
birds are located in Crawford, 
Gscoda and Ogemaw counties. 

Modern forest fire control has 
prevented the creation of new 
habitat suitable for the Kirt- 
land's warbler and several areas 
have been designated as man- 


agement areas. 


In these sites, controlled 
burnings, timber harvesting and 
special plantings are made to 
produce the young pine needed 
by the bird. 

Also, parasitism by the brown 
headed ccwbird, a major prob- 
lem, is being halted by trap- 
ping. The cowbird lays its egg 


i ihe waidier Hest and ine 
soos ites A Fae nee 
Setters aighes 
them. The young cowbirds 


emerge earlier than the warb- 
fers own young and eventually 
jake over the nest. 

It is felt this trapping program 
nad a considerable effect on the 
slight increase of Kirtland's 
warblers this year. 

Previous census counts of 
the Kirtland’s warbler indicated 
the following number of male 
birds: 1951-432, 1961-502, 1971- 
201, 1972-200, 1973-216, 1974- 
167, 1975-179. 

“There was @ consid¢erable 
drop in the number of birds 
between 1961 and 1971 and we 
just don't know why.” Ryel said.

Business community 


One of the nation’s most important 
institutions is also one of its least 
understood-the business community. 

Of course you could probably make 
the same two-headed comment about 
several other ‘American institutions- 
government, both local and national, 
the church, the family, education, 
etc. 

Business is important to the well 
being of each of us, and many of us 
don't even appreciate that fact of life. 
We tend te tolerate husiness, to 
distrust it, to fear it. That’s partly 

because we don’t understand it. 

For example, arecent survey by the 
Opinion Research Corp. of Princeton, 
N. J., came up with some surprising 
findings. 

From this survey, the analysis 
concludes that the public estimate of 
the average manufacturer's after tax 


profit is 33 percent - more than six . 


times ihe actual amount! 

Auto companies are extra import- 
ant in Michigan, and the public 
misunderstands auto business even 
more than the national average; its 
estimate for auto companies’ profit is 
39 percent - more than 20° times 
higher than actual. 

EXTRA IMPORTANT 

Oil companies also are extra 
important right at the moment of 
today’s and tomorrow's energy crisis; 
the public expectation for the oil 
companies is a profit of 61 percent - 
and that's eight times the actual 
amount. 

Obviously most of us believe t 
business is a lot more lucrative than 
it actually is. Most of us obviously 
have the naive belief that everybody 
in business is making a potful. 

Sure, business must make a profit 
to survive. These days more and more 
businesses are failing to produce that 
profit, and they are going out of 
business, Anyone can mentally sur- 
vey his hometown to verify that fact. 

Profit is the incentive that makes 
‘the-wheels of business go around; 
the wheels of business must go 
‘around or there won’t be goods or 


not understood 


services for the public to consume 
and enjoy; and producing those 
goods or services is what provides 
the jobs that the public needs for 
their very existence 

All the trends also show that one of 
the great growth industries in this 
country today is government; at all 
levels, government is providing dir- 
ectly more employment year after 
year. 

That’s a trend that can become 
dangerous; unless government pro- 
duces tangible goods of some sort, it 
sooner or later will have to swallow 
those parts of the economy which do 
produce goods in order to maintain 
its bloated payrolls. That will mean a 
controlled economy and socialism; it 
has happened elsewhere, and it can 
happen here, too. 

MISSES THE MARK 

According to opinion Research 
Corp., the public not only misses the 
mark on estimating business profits, 
but its understanding of profits 
apparently is getting worse, too. 

In a similar survey two years ago, 
the public estimate of the average 
manufacturer's after - tax profit was 
28 percent - five points lower than the 
off-base 1975 estimate. 

And for the first time in 30 years— 
and that reaches back to World War I! 
era and ihe recovery period—a 
majority of the public now thinks 
government should put a limit on 
corporate protits. 

These are all trends and indicators 
that American business will ignore at 
its own peril. 

The way that business must go is 
clear; there must be better public 
understanding of how business really 
functions. The light of knowledge is 
the anly sure heacon. 

ts the survival of the free and open 
economy important in our country? | 
think it is.
